NOTES FROM THE WEST DVA Answers Ten Questions 


Generally Asked by Veterans 


The following series of questions 
and answers, issued by the Depart- 
ment of Veterans’ Affairs, has been 
received by the Didsbury Citizens’ 
Rehabilitation Committee, and as 
they affect Veterans in the Dids- 
bury district who should be aware 
of the changes in the Act, they are 
published below: 

Q. Can a man apply for voca- 
tional training after December 31, 
1947? 

A. Only under exceptional cir- 
cumstances. For the great majority 
of veterans December 31, 1947, is 
| the last date on which they can ap- 
| ply for vocational training. 

Q. May a:veteran who has taken 
vocational training apply for qua- 
lification under the Veterans’ Land 
| Act? 

A. Yes. 

Q. If a veteran has spent his re- 
establishment credit, is he still eli- 
gible for vocational training? 

A. A veteran may repay the re- 
|} establishment credit he has spent, 
making the cheque payable to the 
| Receiver General of Canada, and 
by so doing, make himself eligible 
for vocational training. 

Q. Is_ training-on-the-job 
available for veterans? 

A. Yes, but application can only 
be made up to December 31, 1947, 
for training under direct employ- 
ment, 

Q. How many veterans have re- 


still 


end of the war? 

A. Close to 6,600 veterans in Al- 
berta have completed vocational 
training and there are still approxi- 
mately 1,000 receiving such train- 
| ing. 

Q. What is the maximum entitle- 
|}ment to university training of the 
individual veteran student? 

| A. By recommendation and ap- 
}proval of the District Rehabilita- 
| tion Board, a student veteran may 
| be granted one month of education- 
| at training with payment of fees 
jand allowances for each month 
spent in the services. 

Q. Are there any circumstances 
under which a veteran student at 
university may be granted training 
beyond his period of entitlement as 
defined above? 

A. If a student has an academic 
record sufficiently high to warrant 
a favourable recommendation from 
the University Scholarship Commit- 
tec, his training allowances may be 
paid on a year-to-year basis until 
completion of his original training 
program, 

Q. Must supplemental examina- 
tions be written before a student 
veteran may proceed with the next 
year of his university training? 

A. Yes. All supplementals must 
be written, together with any defer- 
red examinations, before the stud- 
ent veteran is permitted to proceed 


with his training under allowances |

Q. Is university training ever ap- 
proved in univerities outside Can- 
ada, and if so, under what circum: 
stances is such approval granted? 

A. Yes. If the training required 
by the candidate is not available in 
this country and conclusive evid- 
ence of its non-availability is pro- 
duced by the student veteran, his 
training in a university outside Can- 
ada may be authorized if approved 
by Head Office of the Department 
of Veteran Affairs. 

Q. If veteran student fails his 
year at university is there any pos- 
sibility of his further training under 
DVA allowances? 

A. Yes, there are two possibili- 
ties. In the first place, he may re- 
peat the year at his own expense; 
on completion of the repeated year, 
his case is considered by the Schol- 
arship Committee in conjunction 
with the District Rehabilitation 
Board, and if he has successfully 
completed his year, and gives indi- 
cation of being competent to pro- 
ceed with his training program, he 
may be reinstated on allowances. 
Secondly, if he has attended uni- 
versity and pre-matriculation school 
for a total period of less than nine 
months, he may be eligible for 
courses under vocational training 
the Rehabilitation 
Act.
